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1 . This Office Action is in response to applicant's paper received on 3 Jun 2002. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches that it is well known to store speech which is to be 
recognized and then to iteratively compare words or other stored patterns against the input 
speech until one is recognized or until all stored patterns have been compared. However, the 
prior art does not teach that the stored patterns ("vocabulary") should be updated ("amended") 
after three patterns have been unsuccessfully recognized.
